LONDON, March 15.—Prime Min- 
aster Chamberlain refrained, in his 
address to the House of Commons 
yesterday, from pledging aid to 
Czechoslovakia if an attempt is 
made to annex the German minor- 
ity of that country to Germany. 

The British Ambassador, Sir Ne- 
ville Henderson, told Field Marshal 
Goering in Berlin, diplomatic in- 
formants said, that Britain consid- 
ered “binding” his friendly assur- 
ances to Czechoslovakia of last Sat- 
uréey. Goering is acting Chancel- 
lor in Hitler’s absence in Austria. 

A similar communication went to 
Jan Masaryk, Czech Minister to 


London. 


Assurance From Germany. 

Richard Butler, Parliamentary 
Undersecretary for Foreign Affairs, 
told Parliament he had ascertained 
“the German army would be with- 
drawn after a certain period and 
when normalcy had been restored” 
in Austria, and that “we have re- 
ceived assurances every effort will 
be used to insure a sense of mod- 
eration in the treatment of Cath- 
olics, Jews and Socialists.” 

He said it was impossible for 
words to express “how solemnly” 
the British Government feels on the 
questions of withdrawal of Ger- 
man troops from Austria and th:

Arthur Seysz-Inquart—accord- 
ing to the salutation to him from 
Hitler at the Heroes’ Square dem- 
onstration—is no longer Chancel- 
lor but Governor of Austria, 
henceforth only a district of Ger- 
many.

Reichsfuehrer's Speech. 

Hitler, speaking from a rostrum 
in the square, told Austrians to 
meet their responsibilities as they 
had in the past. 

He promised them hard work 

for economic betterment. He told 
them Austria would be a fortress 
of National Socialism. 
Hitler, entering the square by 
the Burg (Castle gate never 
opened except for conquerors and 
the most important state oc- 
casions) made two significant ref- 
erences that hundreds of thou- 
sands of wildly cheering persons 
who are now Germans—not Aus- 
trians—applauded almost unceas- 
ingly. 

One was his reference to Seysz- 
Inquart as the Governor of Aus- 
tria. He thus reduced Austria to 
the status of another gau, or sec- 
tion, of the German Fatherland. 
His other reference was a warn- 
ing that German strength in- 
creases with the amount of oppo- 
sition to it. 

Interrupted by Cheers. 
Waves of shouting interrupted 
his address. The surge of excite- 
ment swelled from the massed 
square to the blocks beyond, as all 
Vienna greeted the Austrian-born 


leader who had returned as the 
ruler of both Austria and Ger- 
many. 

Seysz-Inquart, in greeting Hitler, 
said: 

“My Fuehrer! 

“As the last chief organ of the 
Federal State of Austria, I report 
to the Fuehrer and Reichs-Chancel- 
lor the completion of the legal de- 
cision which is in accordance with 
the will of the German people and 
its Fuehrer. 

“To the German people arid to 
the whole world, I announce Adolf 
Hitler has arrived as Fuehrer and 
Reichs-Chancelior at this hour in 
the Hofburg of the old Reich cap- 
ital, protector of the crown of the 
kingdom about which centuries of 
German history have revolved, and 
for which uncounted millions of 
the best Germans have bled and 
died. 4 

“What was the ultimate consola- 
tion in heated struggles of recent 
years and in the bitterest hours has 
been completed today: Ostmark 
has returned to the homeland.

Several hundred planes 
roared overhead as the procession 
wound through Ringstrasse, a cir- 
cular boulevard in the heart of the 
city. 

Amid the din of shouting, the 
roar of planes and the tramp of 
goosestepping troops, Hitler stood 
on a platform facing the entrance 
of Heroes’ Square, his face stern, 
saluting frequently. 

The German infantry marched 
with precision but there was more 
applause for the Austrian units. 

“The Austrians do not step quite 
so high,” a radio announcer said. 

Some of the Austrians were al- 
ready wearing the German insignia. 
Detachments of German police 
were led by Heinrich Himmler, 
their chief. Many epectators faint- 
ed in the jam. 


Crowds Fight for Space. 


The weather was almost cloud- 
less, the temperature mild. 

Vienna prepared at sunup for the 
speech, the first major address Hit- 
ler ever made on his native soil. 

Bombing planes whirred overhead 
as the sun crept over the city. 

Soon  thereafter—hours before 
Hitler wes to speak—crowds began 
fighting for standing space along 
the broad burg ring as near as pos- 
sible to the wider. Heroes’ Square, 
where was placed the speakers’ ros- 
trum. Many had held on to van- 
tage points since nightfall yester- 
day. 

Many had their own chairs 
food and drink, ready to remain 
the whole day to hear the address, 
and, two hours later, to see Hitler 
review his soldiers, 

Some, without food, maneuvered 
for the 25,000 plates of soup and 
meat prepared by the army for all 
wis got in line after the parade. 

The imposing Gothic city hall, 
parliament and two great museums, 
the Burg Theater and two ancient 
churches were within Hitler’s open- 
air circular hall, its radius less than 
three blocks and its center the 
famed Burg Gate. 

Burg Gate leads into Heroes’ 
Square, large as four city blocks, 
which, like the wide ring boulevard 
encircling Vienna's inner city, was 
packed solidly with soldiers and 
spectators. 


All Traffic Stopped. 


Street cars, city busses, all traf- 
fic except for a few taxis and offi- 
cial automobiles and military vehi- 
cles, was stopped an hour before 
the ceremonies started. 

Row on row of new Hitler youths, 
resplendent in white shirts and 
black cravats, stood barehead, with 
heads up, facing the rostrum, They 
had paraded previously through the 
downtown city, seémingly with 
snappier step and better drilling 
than just a week ago, when most 
of them were Chancellor Schusch- 
nigg’s Loyalists, called Jungfolk. 

There was color a-plenty—black, 
brown, green, olive tan, of military 
uniforms; green, gray, brown, red, 
blue and purple in the costumes of 
the peasants, thousands of whom 
were brought free to Vienna for 
their first visit to the capital, to 
see the Nazi triumph. 

Units of the German army in Vi- 
enna, the old Austrian army, groups 
of the army police and all Nazi or- 
ganizations with delegations from 
provinces were lined up for the 
parade. 

One thousand Prussian policemen 


were imported to handle street |:

At the conclusion of a surprising- 
ly short speech, Hitler walked down 
the stairs of the Heroes’ Monument 
from which he greeted war vet- 
erans, some of whom were brought 
to the base of the story-high me- 
morial in wheelchairs. 
Afterward he drove away in his 
automobile with Seysz-Inquart at 
his side. 

Hitler came triumphantly into the 
city yesterday after a leisurely 
drive from Linz, and to the cheers 
of vast crowds spoke briefly from 
the balcony of the Imperial Hotel 

“No force on earth can shake 
us!“ he said of the new united 
Germany. 

More Troops Arrive. 

Even while German troops were 
parading in Vienna today, more 
were pouring into this new part of 
Germany. 

How many troops Hitler sent 
here was kept secret, but every 
quarter of Austria was filled with 
them. Hitler also sent some Aus- 
trian soldiers to Germany for train- 
ing. The first contingent reached 
Munich yesterday. 


The official news agency, des- 
cribing the German occupation, 
said “This whole operation has 
shown once again the Third Reich 
(German Government) can be 
proud of and rely on its army, 
and the Fuehrer has a powerful 
instrument in his hands with which 
he can carry out the real policy 
for permanent contentment of Eu- 
rope.” 

The absorption of Austria was 
taking place with breath-taking 
speed, made possibly by experience 
the Nazis gained in their revolu- 
tion in Germany and in taking 
over the Saar regions. 

One newspaper, Der Weiner Tag, 
did not appear today. It had fa- 
vored Schuschnigeg’s policy of inde- 
pendence and friendship with 
Czechoslovakia. ; 

Effects of the new Nazi order 
were reflected by the Vienna radio 
station, which now has only four 
hours daily for programs from 
Vienna and none for news. The 
remaining time is given over to 
German stations. 


Criticises Italy for Not 
Aiding Austria, 
By the Associated Press, 

VATICAN CITY, March 15. — 
L’Osservatore Romano, the Vatican 
newspaper, commented today on 
Italy’s failure to support Austrian 
independence. The criticism was 
presented as a reply to an expla- 
nation carried by the Cremona 
newspaper, Regime Fascista, which 
had gaid: 

“It would have been absurd to 
pretend, as some idiots have pre- 
tended, that Italy should have 
fought for independence of that 
part of the Austrian people which 
was not friendly to us because it 
belonged to that old, conservative 
clerical class which has never for- 
gotten Vittorio Veneto and because 
it is solid with factions which re- 
ceive orders from Moscow.” 

(Austrian forces were defeated 
in 1918 in the battle of Vittorio 
Veneto—Italy’s famous World War 
victory). 

L’Osservatore Romano replied: 
“Regime Fascista knows as well as 
we what and how much interna- 
tional support had been promised 
to this ‘old clerical class’ in behalf 
of general interests. 

“Regime Fascista knows as well 
as we how much praise has been 
bestowed by the Italian press on 
this ‘old conservative clerical class’ 
for its constitution of the corpora- 
tive state in its most modern form. 

“It knows how this ‘old clerical 
class,’ far from being solid with 
Moscow, fought against its orders 
while the most representative of 
its men, Chancellor Dollfuss, was 
dying, the victim of assassination.”

Former President Miklas 
Ordered to Hold Himself at 
Disposition of Police.

VIENNA, March 15.—The com- 
mandant of the State Police said 
last night that former Chancellor 
Kurt Schuschnigg was under close 
arrest in his nearby Belvedere Pal- 
ace apartment. It was stated Sat- 
urday that he was under guard 
there but he also was variously re- 
ported to have fled abroad, to have 
suffered a nervous breakdown in a 
Vienna hospital and to have been 
made a free man in Vienna. 

Ex-President Wilhelm Miklas was 
confined to hu home. Although 
Miklas, who resigned on the de- 
mand of the new Nazi Government, 
is not under arrest, he must hold 
himself at the disposition of the 
police, 

The Commandant said Schusch- 
nigg’s departure from Austria was 
not under consideration. 

Nazi leaders said the report 
Schuschnigg was abroad was cir- 
culated to protect him. 

An unverified report saig 
Schuschnigg was to be put on trial, 
but there was no indication on 
what charges. 

A speech of a lieutenant of Adolf 
Hitler, heaping scorn on the fal- 
len Chancellor and branding his ad- 
ministration as “illegal,” was greet- 
ed by cries of “Pfui.” 

Many of Schuschnigg's followers

When the noise had sub- 
sided, Franck declared: 

“The Sudeten Germans cannot 
allow to pass this great historic 
event, the Austro-German an- 
schluss, without sending from this 
place fraternal greetings and felici- 
tations to the German nation.” 

The Sudeten German party, said 
Franck, “feels impelled to address 
the representatives of the Czecho- 
slovakian State.” 


Sudeten Germandom, he declared 


“refuses to wither in the confined 
space allotted it. Its will to live is 
strong and the party organization 
is its weapon in political battle. 
The Czech Government should be 
under no delusions as to this fact. 

“At this hour all we wish to say 
is that it would be politically wiser 
to create voluntarily a situation 
which gives no cause for complaint 
(by the Sudeten Germans).

BERLIN, March 15.—The Ger- 
man press, apparently acting on in- 
struction, told Czechoslovakia to be 
reasonable about meeting Germa- 
ny’s desires. The Frankfurter Zei- 
tung pointed out that all Germany 
wished was that the Sudeten 
(Southern) Germans be put on a 
footing of “equality” with Czechs 
and Slovaks. 

Other commentators told Czechs 
they ought to see from the Austrian

on bonds, and a member of its com- 
mittees on foreign business, confer- 
ence and management and person- 
nel. 

The meeting place of the Govern- 
ing Committee is a spacious and 
ornate salon, the pilastered walls of 
which are fretted in gold. Dark- 
red carpets spread richly underfoot. 
About the walls hang paintings of 
former presidents of the exchange. 
Whitney was president from 1930 to 
1935, for five successive annual 
terms. With an exception or so, it 
has been the custom not to display 
these portraits until the subjects 
are dead. Whitney’s picture had 
never been hung there, and in all 
likelihood never will be. 

“This will be the first break,” 
said an officer of the exchange 
ruefully to the correspondent, “in 
our series of portraits of exchange 
presidents running back to 1850.” 

Against the long east wall of the 
compartment stands a massive dais, 
at which will be seated the presi- 
dent of the exchange, its secretary, 
Robert L. Fisher, and a stenogra- 
pher. Beneath is the “dock”—a 
small chair and table for the de- 
fendant member. Ranged about 
them in semi-circles stand some 50 
mahogany seats for the committee. 

Not Permitted to Have Counsel. 

An accused person doesn’t testify 
under oath but on his word of hon- 
or as a member of the exchange. 
He is not permitted to be represent- 
ed by counsel, though he may em- 
ploy an attorney to draw up his 
statement. Neither is the Govern- 
ing Committee represented by a 
lawyer. But the defendant may be 
advised by a fellow member of the 
exchange, who is usually one of 
his partners. Penalties are pro- 
vided for misstatements made by 
witnesses to the committee. Such 
hearings have always been held be- 
hind closed doors, and it is prob- 
able, despite strong préssure for an 
open trial, that precedent will be 
followed in the Whitney case. How- 
ever, the exchange’s department of 
public relations is to issue a report 
of the proceedings. 

In the meantime the office of 
District. Attorney Thomas E. 
Dewey, for the first time, late yes- 
terday afternoon, issued a rejoind- 
er to charges emanating from cir- 
cles close to State Attorney-Gen- 
eral John J. Bennett Jr., to the ef- 
fect that Dewey made off with 
Bennett’s witnesses and evidence 
and was thus able to forestall the 


| Attorney-General in the glory of ob- 


taining the first indictment, arrest 
and conviction in the Whitney case. 
These transactions, among Ben- 
nett’s subordinates, were known as 
“Dewey's snatch.” Dewey is a Re- 
publican, and Bennett a Democrat. 
Both are thought to be in a recipi- 
ent mood toward possible nomina- 
tion for the Governorship of New 
York next fall. 4 

The District Attorney’s spokes- 
man admitted that his office knew 
nothing of the Whitney scandal un- 
til the story was “broken” last 
Tuesday morning by the Stock Ex- 
change, and that this body chose to 
submit its evidence to t".e Attorney- 
General and not the District At- 
torney of New York County. 

Bank Officers Gave Evidence.

CREDIT SALES AND COLLECTION 
HERE UNDER FEBRUARY, 1937 


Decline 1 Per Cent Against 41 and 

43 for 14,021 Stores in 42 

Cities; Some Increases. 

A continued decline in credit 
sales, total sales and collections by 
14,021 retail stores in 12 cities 
throughout the country in Febru- 
ary was reported today by the Na- 
tional Retail Credit Association, 
which attributed the drop to “gen- 
eral decrease in employment 
throughout the country.” 

Compared with February, 1937, 
credit sales were down an average 
of 4.1 per cent, total sales 7 per 
cent and collections 43 per cent.

In credit sales, 23 cities reported 
decreases, 14 increases and five, no 
change. In total sales 20 cities 
reported decreases, 12 increases 
and five, no change.

CRUCIBLE STEEL PLANT 


Organizer Says Similar Action 
Will Follow at Three 
Other Cites. 


By the Associated Press. 
HARRISON, N. J., March 15.— 
A complete shut-down of the local 
plant of the Crucible Steel Co. in 
a strike of 1500 employes was 
claimed last night by Edwin H. 
Kaempf, an organizer for the Steel 
Workers’ Organizing Committee. 
He said similar action would fol- 
low soon on the part of workers at 
company plants in Midland, Pa., 
Pittsburgh and Syracuse, N. Y. 

Kaemps said the beginning of the 
strike was a sit-down, but police 
who entered the plant less than two 
hours later said workers had al- 
ready left the plant without dis- 
order”. 4 

Kaempf said the strike was called 
because of a “lockout” of 75 work- 
ers yesterday and because of the 
company’s failure to sign a new 
contract under negotiation since 
one expired Feb. 28. 

Both A. E. Van Cleve, local plant 
manager, and H. L. Gellinger, vice- 
president in the company’s New 
York office, said they knew of no 
reason for a strike. The S. and J. 
plant of the Crucible company in 
Jersey City closed down at noon 
yesterday. 

James McCombs, president of Lo- 
cal 1339, Amalgamated Association 
of Iron, Steel and Tinworkers of 
North America, described the Jer- 
sey City closing first as a lockout. 
He later made public letters to em- 
ployes announcing the plant would 
close this week and resume opera- 
tions next Monday. He said the 
workers voted to strike after a spe- 
cial meeting. The Jersey City plant 
employs about 350. 

Kempf said the Harrison plant 
employed three shifts of about 500 
each. The strike was called dur- 
ing the day shift, he said, and the 
first night shift stayed out. Van 
Cleve said there had been no lay- 
offs at the plant. 

“My opinion is that they should 
be back at work now,” he added. 
“There is no reason why they 
should be out.” 

Gellinger made the following 
statement: 

“We have just learnea that the 
SW O C lodge at our Harrison 
(N. J.) plant has gone on strike 
and that the local S W O C lodge 
at our S. and J. plant in Jersey 
City is picketing that plant (Har- 
rison).

David A. Moscovitz, acting NL R 
B Regional Director, commenting 
on the decision, called it “one of 
the most important rendered since 
the constitutionality of the act was 
sustained.” 

“It further and more clearly de- 

fines the jurisdictional breadth of 
the act, and the position to be tak- 
en in cases where collective agree- 
ments are entered into in further- 
ance of violations of the law,” Mos- 
covitz said. 
The court ruled that the Labor 
Board had ample powers to make 
its rulings, and dismissed a com- 
pany plea that it was not engaged 
in interstate commerce. The court 
ruled that while local public utility 
companies are not themselves en- 
gaged in interstate commerce or 
in commerce as defined in the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Act, they 
are brought within the act by rea- 
son of the fact that their customers 
are engaged in interstate com- 
merce.

consulate yesterday, in celebration 
of the Austrian-German union. 


The flying of the kack and red 


Nazi emblem caused a hectic day 
at the office building, ending final- 
ly with an unidentified person at- 
tempting to set fire to the flag by 
reaching from a thirteenth-floor 
window with a blow toren

gathered it about the pole, While a 


crowd of 200 persons watched from 
the street below. Later it again 
was extended full length, and was 
hauled in at 5 p. m. 

Earlier, police had been sum- 
moned to the building when a group 
of 10 men went to the consulate to 
demand that the United Stat 
flag be flown with the swastika 
banner. The police, headed by 
Capt. Albert Wetzel of the Central 
District, ordered the group to leave 
the building, and two officers were 
stationed outside the consulate and 
two others took posts at the build- 
ing entrance. 

Lawyer Hangs Out U. S. Flag. 

During the afternoon a large 
United States flag was unfurled 
from the eighth-floor law office of 
the late Seneca C. Taylor by New- 
ell S. Ferry Jr., an attorney. Ferry 
said he did not want people to 
think that his office was under the 
Nazi flag, and that he thought the 
consulate should have displayed the 
United States flag also. 

A complaint was made to the 
German Consul, Herbert Diel, by 
tenants in the thirteenth-floor of- 
fice directly below the consulate, 
that the flag was obscuring the 
light in the office, with a request 
that the. flag be removed. The 
complaint was sent in a letter by 
Lon Hocker Jr., an attorney, in be- 
half of the tenants. 

Henri Chouteau, owner of the 
building, told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that as far as he knew there 
was nothing he could do to prevent 
the flying of the Nazi flag, which 
is displayed on certain days in ob- 


servance of German holidays.

Canada Would Protest Against 
It, Secretary. Tells House 
é Committee. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, March 15.—Sec- 
retary of State Hull informed the. 
House Rivers and Harbors Com- 
mittee today the State Department 
opposed the Great Lakes diversion 
bill because of possible repercus- 
sions in Canada. 

“I have no doubt whatever that 
the passage of the bill would cause 
a very unfavorable reaction in 
Canada and would lead to strong 
protests by the Canadian Govern- 
ment,” Hull wrote. In the cir- 
cumstances I find it necessary in 
the interests of our relations with 
Canada to convey an adverse opin- 
ion on the proposed bill.“ 

The committee has been conduct- 
ing hearings on the bill, which 
would permit the continued diver- 
sion of 5000 cubic feet per second 
from Lake Michigan into the IIli- 
nois waterway, part of the. Great 
Lakes to gulf waterway. A su- 
preme Court decree, unless the bill 
is approved, will limit the diversion 
to 1500 cubic feet a second after 
next Jan. 1. : 

Army engineers have disapproved 
the bill, holding 1500 cubic feet suf- 
ficient for navigation on the Ili- 
nois waterway. A new treaty with 
Canada on division of water at Ni- 
agara Falls for power purposes was 
in prospect, said Mansfield (Dem.), 
Texas, chairman of the committee. 
At present the United States is en- 
titled to use seven-elevenths of the 
water at Niagara Falls for power. 


HAMILTON-BROWN CO. 
. _EX-AUDITOR TESTIFIES 


R. B. Brundrett 
on Criticism of Methods of 
Previous Management. 

Ralph B. Brundrett, former audi- 
tor of the Hamilton-Brown Shoe 
Co., and chief plaintiff in the re- 
oeivership suit against the compa- 
ny, resumed testimony at today’s 
hearing, being cross-questioned by 
Luke E. Hart, director, who until 
the reorganization of Feb. 15 was 
president and general counsel of 
the company. The case is now be- 
ing heard on the original petition, 
which sought the removal of Hart 
and Alanson C. Brown Sr., director 
and general manager. An amend- 
ed petition, filed after the reorgan- 
ization, attacked the new manage- 
ment, headed by Presley W. Ed- 
wards as president, on the ground 
of inexperience, but Circuit Judge 
William S. Connor stated that he 
was not disposed to name a tempo- 
rary receiver, unless the evidence 
should show need for a permanent 
receivership. 

Much of this morning’s session 
was consumed by the reading of a 
deposition in which Brundrett ad- 
mitted that he had given the law- 
yer for the plaintiff in a previous 
receivership suit information about 
the company without telling Hart. 

Brundrett testified yesterday that 
salesmen of the company received 
more, in 1935 and 1936, than the 
amount which, as indicated by the 
books, they had earned. He said 
that in 1936 A. C. Brown was cred- 
ited with 28 trips for the company, 
taking 125 business_days. He told 
of business lost and orders can- 
eceled because of delays in ship- 
ments. 


WARRANT CHARGES SELLING 
OIL WITHOUT LICENSE 


J. O. Sampson Headed Several 
Firms That Failed to Pay, State 
KReplies to His Mandamus Suit 
James O. Sampson, head of an 

oil firm with offices at 600 South 

Vandeventer avenue, was charged 

with selling oil without a State 

license in a warrant issued today 

by Prosecuting Attorney James P.

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Effort to ‘Patch Up Feud 
With Wheeler but Sena- 
tor Refuses to Back Co- 
ordination Plan.

WASHIN 070055 „ March 15.—Be- 
hind the conference on the plight 
of the railroads at the White House 
today is a series of political 
maneuvers by the administration 
seeking to find a sponsor in the 
Senate for drastic reorganization 
plans. 

That is the reason why efforts 
have been made repeatedly to 
patch up the feud between Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and Senator Burton 
K. Wheeler (Dem.), Montana, who 
led the fight against the Presi- 
dent’s plan to enlarge the Supreme 
Court. Several White House emis- 
saries have suggested to Wheeler 
that he sponsor a measure provid- 
ing for widespread co-ordination of 
existing railroad lines, 

Wheeler has said no to all sug- 
gestions. He went into the White 
House conference today uncommit- 
ted to any of the half-dozen plans 
to be taken up at the conference. 

Any proposal for co-ordination of 
railroad lines is charged with po- 
litical dynamite. Railroad labor, 
railroad executives and stockhold- 
ers and the communities affected 
by consolidation immediately de- 
scend on Washington with voluble 
protests at the mere suggestion that 
trackage is to be abandoned. This, 
of course, explains the reluctance 
of the White House to sponsor di- 
rectly such a plan as the court bill, 
for example, was sponsored. And 
it explains why such persistent ef- 
forts have been made to persuade 
Wheeler to adopt the co-ordination 
baby. 

Others at the Conference. 

The only other Senator present 
at today’s conference was Harry S. 
Truman (Dem.), Missouri, who has 
served with Wheeler on a special 
sub-committee of the Interstate 
Commerce Committee investigat- 
ing railroad reorganizations. Tru- 
man is understood to have ex- 
pressed his opposition to any co-or- 
dination plan. 

The others present at today’s 
conference were for the most part 
Government officials charged with 
transportation regulation. The con- 
ferees who filed into the Presi- 
dent’s study at noon included: 
Chairman Walter M. W. Splawn of 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion; Commissioners Joseph B. 
Eastman and Charles D. Mahaffie 
of the L. C. C.; Ernest G. Draper, 
Assistant Secretary of Commerce 
and recently named to the Federal 
Reserve Board; Jesse H. Jones, 
chairman of the Reconstruction Fi- 
nance Corporation, which has made 
huge loans to the roads; William O. 
Douglas, chairman of the Securities 
and Exchange Commission; George 
H. Harrison, chairman of the As- 
sociation of Railway Labor Execu- 
tives; Carl R. Gray of the Union 
Pacific Railroad, and Secretary of 
the Treasury Morgenthau.

Prince, who controls through his 
financial holdings large railroad in- 
terests, has proposed that the Gov- 
ernment take over the railroads 
under lease just as was done dur- 
ing the World War. While they 
are under lease, it would be possi- 
ble to eliminate duplicating serv-

The other plans vary from a pro- 
posal for a commission to study the

Prince has considerable influence 
within the administration and par- 
ticularly at the White House, It 
is reported by those familiar with 
the whole problem that his propo- 
sal will be given serious considera- 
tion.

It is expected that the proposed 
wage cut will come up for discus- 
sion today. 

Bill on Abuses Drawn. 

Wheeler has had drawn up a bill 
which would eliminate railroad 
holding companies and at the same 
time provide far more drastic re- 
organization requirements than 
now exist. bill, which he ex- 
pects to introduce soon, is intend- 
ed to end the abuses shown up 
through the railroad investigation. 
Beyond this measure for ending 
flagrant abuses in railroad finance, 
Wheeler is at present reluctant to 
go. 

| He has resented suggestions from 
White House emissaries that it 
would enhance his career if he 
should sponsor legislation provid- 
ing for a complete overhauling of 
the railroad system. A shrewd 
politician, he is well aware of how 
difficult will be the progress of 
any legislation that provides a real 
plan of co-ordination.

Object Is to Get Neces- 
sary Revenue, Restore 


Treasury experts have estimated 
the tax-revision. bill, as passed by 
the House, will fall $22,000,000 short 
of raising the $5,330,000,000 which 
the Treasury has contended is nec- 


essary. 

“We wan't to get the necessary 
revenue,” | n said. “That is 
one of the main features of the tax 
situation the committee is corsid- 
ering.” 

After an executive session of the 
Finance Committee, Harrison said 
that his “main goal” for the tax-re- 
vision bill “is to restore business 
confidence.” He told reporters, 
“The more we can restore confi- 
dence, the more revenue will flow 
into the Treasury.” 

Harrison said public hearings on 
the tax bill would start Friday, 
with requests from more than 50 
witnesses to be heard. Many of 
these, he asserted, would be asked 
to make their testimony brief and. 
submit supplemental statements, 
Committee members said they were 
hopeful the tax bill could be sent 
to the Senate floor some time next 


committee session this 
Arthur H. Kent, a 
Treasury tax attorney, and Roswell 
Magill, Treasury Under-Secretary, 
outlined capital gains tax provisions 
of the House-approved bill. Com- 
members said Kent favored 
retention of the sliding scale of 
capital gains levies fixed by the 
House. Harrison and other Senate 
Finance Committee members have 
suggested substitution of a flat tax 
rate on capital gains. 

Members declared sentiment in 
the committee was overwhelmingly 
for outright repeal of the undis- 
tributed profits tax retained in 
principal in the House bill. Asked 
what could be substituted for the 
undistributed profits levy, if it 
were eliminated, Harrison men- 
tioned a flat corporation tax. He 
declined, however, to estimate what

Senator Duffy, Wisconsin, 
and Spokesmen for New 
England Object to Con- 


cessions. :

WASHINGTON, March 15.—Rep- 
resentative Fish (Rep.), New York, 
told a committee of tariff experts 
conducting hearings today on a 
proposed British trade treaty that 
the administration’s reciprocal 
trade policy was a “humbug on the 
American people.” 
“All these reciprocal trade agree- 
ments do,” he said, “is to cause 
more unemployment in our own 


country.” 

Fish strongly criticised the State 
Department for what he described 
as its “propaganda” in “painting 
these treaties as aids to peace.” 

Secretary of State Hull in a let- 
ter to 15 New England Congress- 
men, made public yesterday, de- 
fended his reciprocal trade policy 
as an aid to peace in a troubled 
world. 

“This is just plain buncombe and 
humbug,” Fish souted. “What pos- 
sible effect on peace can the treaty 


slovakia. How is it going to keep 
the Czechs out of war? 

“How can the proposed trade 
‘treaty with Britain keep her from 
becoming involved in hostilities? 

“If were going to discuss these 
treaties, let’s discuss them on their 
merits and not cloud the issue with 
peace. There is absolutely no con- 
nection between these treaties and 
peace.” 

Duffy Gives Wage Figures. 

Senator Duffy (Dem.), Wiscon- 
sin, told the committee any reduc- 
tion on import duties on beer, fish- 
ing flies and wool clothing would 
be disastrous to Wisconsin manu- 
facturers. He said a further re- 
duction of 50 per cent in duty on 
beer would make the cost of im- 
ported beer only $2.75 a barrel 
more than the domestic brew. 

Duffy stated that the manufac- 
ture of fishing flies, hooks and 
leaders furnished employment for 
about 1300 persons in Wisconsin. 
The American workers in the in- 


| dustry, he said, received $22.50 for 


a 40-hour week, while the English 
workers got only about $6 a week. 

Duffy said he had received many 
complaints from Wisconsin manu-. 
facturers of woolen clothing that 
orders were off 41 per cent this 
year and payrolls 57 per cent, and 
they could obtain no advance or- 
ders for spring delivery. He assert- 
ed that in face of this any lowering 
of the tariff would be disastrous. 
The wages in the American woolen 
industry, he said, averaged $23.83 
for a 36-hour week, while the aver- 
age wage in Great Britain was $8.11 
for a 45-hour week. 

Protests From New England. 

Spokesmen for New England 
states presented strong objections 
to concessions o Great Britain on 
textiles and other northeastern 
products. 

Senator Walsh (Dem.), Massa- 
chusetts, advised the committee “it 
had better take under consideration 
these protests from New England 
against proposed reductions than 
to have 
Walsh said he was confident Presi- 
dent Roosevelt would “not permit 
injurious tariff reductions on tex- 
tiles.” 

Gov. Robert E. Quinn of Rhode 
Island and Henry F. Grady, chair- 
man of the committee, exchanged 
conflicting views on the probable 
results of the projected treaty on 
New England employment. Quinn 
said reductions on the chief manu- 
facturing products of the North- 
eastern states would seriously af- 
fect unemployment, but Grady said 
the purpose of the treaties with 
foreign countries was to increase 
employment. 

Indefinite Postponement Urged. 

Representative Tobey (Rep.), 
New Hampshire, asked that the 
proposed agreement be indefinitely 
postponed. 

Representatitve Treadway (Rep.), 
Massachusetts, likened the New 
England opposition to the proposed 
treaty to the Boston Tea Party. 

William J. Moore, a spokesman 
for Gov. Charles F. Hurley of Mas- 
sachusetts, said the State was fear- 
ful” the pending treaty would give 
Britain tariff concessions on tex- 
tiles. .James T. Moriarity, Massa- 
chusetts Commissioner of Labor 
and Industry, asserted workers and 
employers had “the jitters” because 
of the uncertainty over the effect 
of an agreement with England.

Clark said he did not believe an 
advisory committee of experts pro- 
vided in the bill to advise the civil 
service administrator “would 
amount to a hill of beans.” He 
said such committees already set 
up had been useless because they 
knew nothing of Government af- 
fairs. 

Senator Wheeler (Dem.), Mon- 

tana, agreed with Clark and cited 
a similar committee set up in the 
Indian Bureau. He said there 
had been no question of the hon- 
esty, integrity or ability of the 
members but they knew nothing of 
the Indian Bureau and were “lost” 
when they arrived in Washington. 
Senator Borah (Rep.), Idaho, said 
despite the 15-year term, a Presi- 
dent could remove an administra- 
tor at will. 
Senator Byrnes (Dem.), South 
Carolina, said he could conceive of 
no circumstances under which a 
President would remove an efficient 
administrator for political reasons. 
He said a President would “have to 
answer in the court of public opin- 
ion if he did.” 

Referring to the three-man com- 
mission now required by law, 
Byrnes said: “We might as well 
have three Presidents, three Sec- 
retaries of War and three Secre- 
taries of the Treasury.”

CIVIL SERVICE BOARD 


By Indirection Approves Sub- 
stituting Single Administrator 
-——Division Is 50 to 38,

WASHINGTON, N. March 15. — The 
Senate approved today a provision 
of the administration reorganiza- 
tion bill, abolishing the bi-partisan 
Civil Service Commission and sub- 
stituting a single administrator. 

An amendment by Senator Walsh 
(Dem.), Massachusetts, to preserve 
the status of the three-member 
board was rejected in what was 
considered an indication of Senate 
sentiment toward the entire bill. 
The vote was 50 to 38. 

Under the section thus given ap- 
proval, the President would appoint 
a Civil Service administrator for a 
15-year term: Both proponents and 
opponents of the measure agreed, 
however, that the administrator 
could be removed by the President. 

Senators who have been seeking 
to knock out the provision said they 
would continue their efforts, con- 
centrating on an amendment by 
Senator Wheeler (Dem.), Montana, 
to force the President to submit 
departmental changes to Congress 
for approval before they become ef- 
fective. ; 

After the vote on the Walsh 
amendment, Senator Byrnes of 
South Carolina, chairman of the 
committee which drafted the bill, 
predicted early passage of the 
measure in its present form. Byrnes 
said he believed opponents. had 
reached the peak of their strength 
on the Civil Service issue.

ANTI-VACCINATIONIST ATTACKS 
PENNSYLVANIA LAW IN COURT 


He Files Suit Charging Immuniza- 
tion Process Endangers

CARLISLE, Pa., March 15.—John 
Marsh, in his five-year legal fight 
against compulsory vaccination of 
his children, attacked in United

Marsh has spent 377 days in jail 
since 1933 for failure to comply 
with the law.

SAILOR KILLED, IN SPAIN

eral funds to exploit George Wash- 
ington, the Constitution and inci- 
dentally, Sol Bloom.

How Bloom Got on Committee. 


Vice-President Garner foresaw 
this possible embarrassing situation 
when he was persuaded against his 
will to appoint Bloom to the com- 
mittee in 1922. At that time Gar- 
ner was ranking minority member 
of the House Ways and Means 
Committee, the Democratic mem- 
bers of which then as now con-

Bloom, a freshman Representa- 
tive, had decided that foreign af- 
fairs would give him an opportunity 
to display his talents, which hith- 
erto had been devoted to song writ- 
ing and the show business. There 
also was the added attraction that 
members of foreign affairs receive 
more invitations to diplomatic en- 
tertainments than members of oth- 
er committees. But Bloom could get 
no satisfaction from Garner and 
other Democratic leaders that he 
would receive this choice assign- 
ment. : 

Undaunted by his own lack of 
success, the irrepressible New York- 


cede for him with Garner. At first 
the practical Texan was obdurate. 
Although the Democrats had been 
swamped in the 1920 elections and 
there was little hope that they 
would come back into power for 
years, he pointed out that some day 
it might be embarrassing if Bloom 
would be in line for the chairman- 
ship.

Roosevelt's Letter. 

Here is what the President wrote 
to McReynolds on March 4: 

“Dear Sam: I have been much 
concerned ever since we had our 
nice talk the other day over the 
possibility of losing you in the 
House. 

“Frankly, Sam, I think it is of 
the utmost importance for you 
to continue to carry on your 
work there. 

“As chairman of the Commit- 
tee on Foreign Affairs of the 
House of Representatives you 
are rendering a service to the na- 
tion that can hardly be over-em- 
phasized. To me it would be 
tragic to have you give it up. 

“I do hope you will see your 
way clear to carry on.”

SHANGHAI, March 15,—The mil-

Japanese announced successful 
night bombing raids on Chinese 
airdromes at Hankow, temporary 
Chinese capital in Hupeh Province, 
Nanchang and Nancheng. Nan- 
chang is in Kiangsi Province south 
of Hankow, and Nancheng is in 
southwestern Shensi Province in 
Central China. 

The Chinese news agency, Kuo 
Min, reported Japanese aerial 
bombs struck American and Ger- 
man missions at Tenghsien, South- 
ern Shantung Province.

It was understood 
that foreign banks in Shanghai 
were asking definite allotments of 
foreign exchange and protesting 
that the new control, effective yes- 
terday, was unwieldy and would 
lead to confusion and delay. 

The real test of the restrictions 
will come Friday when the first 
exchange allotment is expected to 
be announced from Hankow. Pend- 
ing that, the foreign exchange mar- 
ket was expected to reopen for cau- 
tious and limited operations. 
‘There was a flood of rumors and 
conjecture on what motivated the 
Hankow Government’s exchange 
decree. The Hankow announce- 
ment Sunday said organization of 
a Japanese-dominated “Federal 
Reserve Bank of China” at Peiping 
with issuance of its own currency 
necessitated the restriction. Some 
persons in Shanghai believed it con- 
stituted “financial abandonment” 
of Shanghai by Hankow in-the face 
of Japanese monetary encroach- 
ment—and an attempt to leave for- 
eign. banks. to carry the full brunt 
of a real or impending currency 
crisis.’ 

Bankers said the Peiping “Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank” was using its 
own notes to buy China central 
bank notes, which were being 
brought to Shanghai with a de- 
mand for redemption in foreign ex- 
change, thus providing the Jap- 
anese with foreign currency at the 
expense of the Chinese Govern- 
ment. 

The Shanghai Stock Exchange 
was doing a brisk business con- 
verting Chinese dollars into securi- 
ties. 

The Association of Foreign Banks 
was notified that the Hankow Fi- 
nance Ministry would require 
henceforth that the China Central 
Bank accept foreign exchange ap- 
plications only for transmission to 
Hankow and Hongkong, where 
they would be acted on once each 
week.

SURVEY OF HOW TRADE PACTS 
AID NON-NEGOTIATING NATIONS 


Report Says U. 8S. Benefits on 

Tariff Reductions Outweigh 

' Effects of Increased Imports. 

By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, March 15.—The Na- 
tional Foreign Trade Council made 
public today a study of benefits re- 
ceived by “third nations” as a re- 
sult of reciprocal trade agreements 
between the United States and 
other countries, and said “the ad- 
mission of imports from ‘third na- 
tions’ benefitting. from our tariff 
reductions seems to have been a 
modest price indeed for the sub- 
stantial advantages of the program 
as a whole.” 

Opponents of the reciprocal trade 
pacts, the Council said, frequently 
express fear that the reduction of 
tariffs may benefit other nations 
to a disproportionately greater de- 
gree then the nation with which 
this country negotiated a trade 
agreement. 

Japan, particularly, “has been re- 


‘putediy gaining new access to our 


market by reason of lowering 
the tariff rates in agreements be- 
twecn the United States and cther 
nations,” it continued. 

The Council has prepared a study 
of imports from Japan of all prod- 
ucts on which “uties have been re- 
duced under the reciprocal pacts, 
showing they amounted to 31,818, 
340 in 1936. 

This is 1.8 per cent of the value 
ot these products imported from 
all countries and 3.2 per cent of to- 
tal dutiable imports from Japan 
during the year, the Council said. 

American exports to Japan in 
1937 amounted to $288,378,000, a 
gain of about $84,000,000. over 1936, 
and an excess of exports over im- 
ports of $84,000,000. 


LABOR IN PHILIPPINES © 
ASKING FOR HIGHER PAY 


Some Sugar Workers Get Only 30 
Cents a Day; Many Strikes 
on Islands. 

By the Associated Press. 

MANILA, March 15.—Labor move- 
ments for higher wages are sweep- 
ing the Philippines close behind 
President Manuel L. Quezon’s pro- 
nouncement that he intended to 
see that the masses received social 
justice at the hands of moneyed in- 
terests. 

Strikes and threats of strikes are 
numerous. Two major strikes hit 
the Iloilo and the Central Luzon 
regions recently. Labor controver- 
sies have become so numerous that 
the Government increased the num- 
ber of Judges in the Court of In- 
dustrial Relations. 

Strike threats have been directed 
against American-owned concerns 
in Manila, including Manila Elec- 
tric & Railway Co. and several 
wholesale gasoline and oil distribu- 
tors. The Government minimum 
wage is 50 cents a day in the prov- 
inces and about 65 cents in Manila. 
Some sugar workers. draw as little 
as 30 cents a day.

Americans. ; 

‘Meantime, cavilling and confu- 
sion prevails, and our statesmen, 
and those carrying the responsibil- 
ities of the nation’s marifold enter- 
prises, are reviling each other with 
an anger and bitterness that de- 
files; sears and destroys. Mean- 
time, the population suffers, and a

The return of Papanin’s party 
was timed to follow the trial of 21 
men convicted of being traitors 
to the Soviet cause.

‘Farm Control: An Inventory. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
THOUGHTFUL farmer doesn’t have 
to examine the new farm law very 

closely to see that five years has not 

been long enough for farm law and pol- 
icy to grow up. We are still in the 

“milk” or “dough” stage—too green even 

to cut for fodder. However, farmers

An investigation, of course, has been made im-

It is not 
merely a conflict over administrative methods, but 
one based on deep temperamental and philosophic 
differences. a re 
Though the quarrel has only lately flared out in 
public charges and counter-charges, it has been go- 
ing on under the surface for the last four years. To 
patch up a truce now—if that were possible—would 
only postpone the day of reckoning and further crip- 
ple the whole T V A project. 

Senator Norris has not disputed the need of an 


investigation, but has maintained that it ought to 


be made by the Federal Trade Commission rather 
than. by a committee of Congress. As the sponsor 
of the act creating the T V A and a firm believer 
in extension of government ownership in the public 
utility field, Senator Norris was naturally on guard 
against any procedure that might be used in an 
attempt to discredit the T V A project itself. Such 
use, he feared, would be made of the Senate inquiry 
proposed by Senator Bridges (Rep.) of New Hamp- 
shire and Senator King (Dem.) of Utah, both avowed 
enemies of the project. 

On the other hand, Senator Norris, in asking for 
an inquiry by the Trade Commission, was on the 
untenable ground of proposing that one executive

feel, that the new law marks the end of 
our first blind groping after a farm pol- 
icy, and the beginning of a more settled 
and perhaps more constructive period. 

If it is true that “farm control” is now 
pretty firmly embedded in national pol- 
icy, then it is surely none too soon to un- 

dertake seriously the difficult task of 
cleaning up the thievery and skulldug- 
gery that have thrived amazingly under 
the farm programs in many localities. 

The Missouri cotton country, along with 
the rest of the State, is included in the 
north central administrative region, 
which embraces a large group of Mid- 
western states. The administrators of 
our region descend upon us from Wash- 


ington occasionally, and always they tell 


us that our few cotton counties do more 
chiseling and give them more trouble 


than all the rest of their region. 


* * * . 


If this is true, I like to think that it is 
mot because we are naturally ornerier 
than farmers elsewhere, but because the 
opportunities and rewards for chiseling 
are so much greater in the cotton coun- 
try than farther north. Everybody knows 
that outlawry on.the border is strictly 
within the American tradition. 

But I have to admit that it is high time 
we became moge civilized. The public 
which “foots the bill for the farm pro- 

has a proper interest in their de- 
cent administration. If it is scandalous 
in the lowland cotton counties, then the 
sooner we start cleaning house the better. 

A continuation of a “see nothing, know 
nothing, do nothing” policy will get us 

into serious trouble. The farm laws are 

administered in our cotton counties by a 

State committee of six and by the county 

and township committees, all in co-opera- 

tion with the Extension Service of the 

Missouri College of Agriculture. 

The State committee and extension 
service personnel are all men of the 
highest type. The great majority of lo- 
cal committeemen are made of good stuff 
How 

is it, then, that wholesale abuses have 
thrived from the beginning, and what is 

the nature of these abuses? 

The abuses fall into two general 
classes: (1) Chiseling off the Government 

—that is, planters sometimes manage to 
get payments that are dubiously earned, 
for “soil-building practices” and “diver- 
sion of acreage.” (2) Planter landlords ap- 
propriate the “payments” which the law 
intends for renters and croppers. 
The fact that planters among them- 


._ selves often freely admit to the above 
types of chiseling is proof enough that

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they are conscious of no important moral 
turpitude. Chiseling off the Government, 
of course, has long since been dignifed by 
usage in the very top financial circles. 
Likewise, chiseling off croppers has had 


un long and respectable tradition.

But the question remains: Why have 
good men on the State and local commit- 
tees and in the Extension Service allowed 

us planters to get away with more and 


more murder during the past five years? 
To me it has seemed that the fault has 


lain mostly in the administrative rulings 
that have governed the working of the 
farm laws in the cotton country. Even 
under the new law, rulings are vague 
and timid and without workable provi- 
sions for eriforcement. The high-ups in 
Washington have not yet chosen to treat 
cotton planters realistically. 

Then the State committee has claimed, 
and I think justly, that they could not 
be sure of proper support from the re- 
gional chiefs when they have sought to 
dig into the flagrant abuses. There has 
been a good bit of passing the buck. 
Right recently the regional authorities 
have made a gesture toward cleaning up 
what they call the “mess” in Southeast 
Missouri. They have appointed an ex- 
cellent field man whose job is to put a 
stop to the chiseling industry. The State 
committee and Extension Service have 
apparently not taken kindly to the ap- 
pointment. There has been a real emo- 
tional upset about it, which may net be a 
bad thing in the end, and it remains to 
be seen if they are going to work will- 


ingly with the new appointee. He can’t

accomplish much unless they do. 

I wrote to the regional chief who made 
the appointment about the indisposition 
of our people to co-operate with this new 
man.

We share the expressed be- 
lief of Senator Norris that the Vice-President will 
do his best to appoint a fair committee, one that will 
genuinely concern itself with clearing away the 
administrative difficulties created by the T V A di- 
rectors’ unfortunate feud. 
That is the kind of investigation that the public 
wants and is entitled to have. It wants no white- 
washing. At the same time, it is opposed, equally 
with Senator Norris, to an inquiry ruled by the de- 
sire of interests hostile to T V A to “get something 
on” the project. 
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FIGHTING THE BUND. 

The hostile demonstration which greeted the meet- 
ing of the German-American Bund Sunday night 
showed again the widespread antipathy which this 
pro-Nazi organization has aroused in St. Louis. It 
is unfortunate, however, that some members of the 
crowd, after the meeting, adopted a threatening at- 
titude that made it necessary for police to escort one 
of the Bund members to safety. 

The poisonous Bund doctrine is unwelcome in 
America. To fight it with suppression or violence, 
however, is to use the tactics of Nazi-ism itself. The 
democratic way of opposing undemocratic preach- 
ments is by means of “debunking” and education. 
That these are the customary methods in St. Louis 
makes a divergence all the more noticeable. 


The fork in the road for Clarence Darrow came 
in his middle 30s. He had just been made general 
counsel for the Chicago & Northwestern Railway. 
Then came the strike for higher wages by railroad 
workers organized by Eugene V. Debs, the trouble at 
the Pullman plant, and the indi@ment of Debs on 
a charge of conspiracy to obstruct the mails. What 
was the young corporation lawyer to do? 

Everyone who has read newspapers for any part 
of the last generation must know his decision—to 
resign his railroad employment and go to the aid 
of Debs, His choice did more than take him from 
“the world of wealth,” as he phrased it, “to that of 
wretchedness and misery.” It gave him a life com- 
mission as defender of the hunted and. accused. Big 
Bill Haywood, the McNamaras, an obscure teacher 
in Dayton, Tenn., these and a host of others who 
could or could not pay his fee had him at their side 
when they stood to answer at the bar. When he 
defended a pair of young murderers in Chicago in 
1924, it was not because he thought them innocent, 
but to do what he could to beat back the “hatred 
and malice that, as ever, was masquerading under its 
usual nom de plume, justice.“ 

The other phase of Clarence Darrow’s remarkable 
life to make him a public personage was his stand 
against religion. Son of an Ohio village infidel, he 
followed in his father’s footsteps and beyond to the 
lecture platform, from which he hurled his defies in 
debates with clergymen whom he hired to oppose 


costing him others who had been attracted by his 
sympathy for the oppressed. 

Men and women will assess him according to their 
own standards, but any audit must begin with a 
large credit for a generous heart which went out to 
humanity in the mass.

The entry of Adolf Hitler into Vienna was like 
the triumphal march of a Roman conqueror. Amid 
a roar of cheers, the frensied waving of swastika 
flags; the pealing of bells and a general outburst of 
high-pitched enthusiasm, the Fuehrer rode into his 
second capital to signalize the absorption of his na- 
tive land by the Nazi empire. 3 

For Hitler, it was the fulfillment of an almost life- 
long ambition. As stated in the first pages of his 
autobiography, “Mein Kampf” (“My Battle”), ex- 
tracts from which are reprinted on this page today, 
Hitler from early youth was “convinced that Aus- 
tria’s destruction was a necessary condition for the 
security of the German race.” That destruction was 
accomplished Sunday with issuance of decrees by 
the Nazi proconsul, Seysz-Inquart, dissolving the na- 
tion’s independence and annexing it—land, people, 
army and Government—to the Nazi Reich. The 
doom foreordained in 1924 by Hitler, writing in his 
German prison cell, had come to pass. | 

The pomp and circumstance of the Fuehrer’s en- 
try into Austria, backed by thousands of soldiers, 
by artillery and roaring war planes, served several 
purposes. It cGramatized the event and aroused Hit- 
ler’s followers in the fashion adopted for all Nazi 
demonstrations. The show of force made certain 
that all opponents of the coup would be cowed into 
submission. It made clear to the world the might 
of the new German empire which had just burst 


him. His course brought him followers, the while 


its boundaries to swallow a sovereign neighbor. 
And it is a mighty empire, measured in terms of 
physical assets and war machinery, that Hitler has 
created, The seizure of Austria adds a definite num- 
ber of new army divisions, not to mention badly need- 
ed natural resources, to the empire that now threat- 
ens to dominate Europe in true Napoleonic fashion. 
The conquest exalts force as an instrument of 
diplomacy. Orderly methods were once attempted 
to bring Austria and Germany together merely for 
a trade agreement, and failed. That was in 1931, when 


power and prestige, caused the plan to be abandoned, 
with repercussions that led directly to the Austrian 
collapse which aggravated the world depression. 

Now comes a determined war lord, backed by tre- 
mendous power, to achieve by overt action the union 
which the gentlemen of seven years ago were denied, 
while Austria’s “protectors” stand by helplessly. 

The guarantors of Austrian independence will 
make no effort to dislodge Hitler, for the obvious 
result would be war. There seems, however, to be 
a growing determination that this conquest shall be 
his last. Prime Minister Chamberlain’s address to 
the Commons yesterday condemned Nazi tactics, and 
significantly announced a “review” of Britain’s de- 
fenge program. The bold stroke in Austria, it is 
clear, has been a knockout blow for Chamberlain’s 
hope of appeasing Hitler by negotiation. 


intervene before the next act of Burope’s stormy 
drama. Hitler will have time to co-ordinate his 
power in Austria, and to work on Czechoslovakia by 
internal propaganda means before attempting to con- 
tinue his march. The other Powers, meanwhile, will 
have time to build their defenses, to agree on their 
policies as regards the expected Nazi penetration of 
the Czech Republic. 

At the moment, Hitler stands at the peak of his 
power in Vienna, absolute ruler of the land he left 
as an unknown visionary. 
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THE PRESIDENT ON OUR FORESTS. 

In his special message to Congress on the conserva- 
tion of our timber resources, Mr. Roosevelt returns 
to a field in which he has done some of his best 
work, It is well that he does so, for the work of 
the C C C and the expanded activities of the Forest 
Service and the National Park Service, for all their 
accomplishment in the last several years, have little 
more than scratched the surface. 

What the President recommends is the creation 
of a joint committee of the Senate and the House 
to study the adequacy of present protection against 
forest fires, insect pests and disease, the extent of 
scientific cropping, the advisability of the extension 
of governmental control and ownership of forest 
lands and the practicability of greater use of timber 
areas to reduce unemployment through self-liquidat- 
ing projects. The findings of the joint committee 
would become the basis for. recommendatins to the 
next Congress. 

If much of the information is readily available 
in the various conservation agencies now at work, 
it will make more of an impression on Congress 
a year from now if it is assembled and organized 
by a committee of its own members. The President’s 
proposal is eminently sound, and Congress will make 
no mistake in following it. 
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THE FARM MARKETING REFERENDUM. 

By a majority of more than 10 to 1, the cotton 
farmers have voted to apply the marketing control 
provisions of the new farm law to the 1938 crop. 
The majority is even greater than that by which the 
cotton farmers voted for compulsory crop control 
three years ago, and may therefore be regarded as 
evidence that they consider that the Department of 
Agriculture’s program has been, on the whole, fairly 
administered. The 6-to-1 majority given in favor of 
marketing controls for the tobacco crop may also be 
viewed as decisive. 

The higher prices which crop regulation and mar- 

keting control presuppose will, of course, be paid 
by the general public. There is about an even chance 
that the present Congress will. levy processing taxes 
on cotton and wheat. If this Congress does not, the 
next almost certainly will. While such taxes are 
likely to be resented in the cities, the farmers main- 
tain that the subsidies are necessary to remedy the 
disparity from which agriculture has long suffered 
as à result of the protective tariff. 
As Dr. John D. Black of Harvard, a distinguished 
friend of the A A A, has stated it, the Department ot 
Agriculture's program is not for the purpose of “re- 
ducing supplies to the point of raising prices to un- 
reasonable levels for the producers of farm products, 
but, instead, one designed to hold production roughly 
near an equilibrium conceived as equitablé as be- 
gee agricultural and other classes.”

Nazi Gains in Seizure of Austria 


Economic benefits for Reich from Austrian coup not likely to be great, but immense 
political and strategic advances are seen by authority on Central Europe; new vassal 
state s chief natural asset is its rich iron field, needed for Hitler arms program; 
annexation makes German might more formidable, and opens way to Danube Valley.

OW that Austria has, for all practical 
N purposes, become part of Germany, the 

question arises: What can the Reich get 
out of her? What are her natural resources 
that Germany can use? What are the gains 
of the Third Reich in the political and diplo- 
matic field? 

Austria is not a rich country and, unless 
Germany succeeds where the Austrians 
themselves have failed, she does not mean 
much for Germany economically. Her soil 
is not fertile, and she is rich only in iron 
ore and timber. Politically and strategical- 
ly, however, the gain of the Reich is im- 
mense. 

A country with 74,000,000 inhabitants 
weighs more in the balance of power than 
a nation with a population of 67,000,000. The 
French “Tiger,” Georges Clemenceau, as- 
serted shortly after the war that there were 
20,000,000 too many Germans, meaning the 
difference between the populations of 
France and of the Reich. Today the differ- 
ence is more than 30,000,000. 

„ 5 ‘ 


The most important of Austria’s natural 
resources is her iron ore, concentrated most- 
ly around Hirtenberg. The total deposit of 
the mines there is estimated at about a bil- 
lion tons. Because of the depression, the 
output of the mines in the last few years 
has averaged only 200,000 to 300,000 tons. 
Previously, the 10-year annual average was 
somewhere near a million tons. It is said 
production could be increased to 8,000,000 
tons a year. 

Germany is short of iron ore and is 
drawing upon submarginal mines. Since 
the economic life of the Reich’s four-year 
plan is subordinated to preparations for 
war, the gain here for Germany is evident. 

Austria is important for another raw ma- 
terial of war—wood. Her woodland covers 
7,500,000 acres, which is 30 per cent of that 
of the German Reich, Increasing the lum- 
ber production to the limit, Germany could 
cover about one-half of her imports with na- 
tive Austrian wood. 

The magnesium deposits of Austria are 
rich, but not yet commercially developed. 
Her lead mines cover one-tenth, and zinc 
mines about 4 per cent of Germany’s im- 
ports. Austria has no nickel or copper, both 
of which the Reich needs badly. 

In the agricultural field, Austria exports 
potatoes and dairy products, mostly because 
of the sustained efforts of the last few 
years. Austria is self-sufficient in rye and 
barley, but has to importinearly 20 per cent 
of her wheat. In this field, too, the last 
few years have seen remarkable improve- 
ments. A decade ago, Austria imported more 
than half her wheat. 3 

* * * 

Apart from her usefulness in Germany's 
race of armaments, is Austria an asset or 
lability? Government figures for 1936 show 
that Austria had a passive trade balance of 
about $35,000,000 in gold, Three years pre- 
viously, her passive trade balance was $10,- 
000,000 larger. The situation would change, 
however, in a customs union. Germany could 
supply them much of what Austria used to 
get from foreign countries, such as coal. 

Austria’s strength is her luxury industry, 


which could not be used directly for Ger-. 


many'’s armament industries. The Reich 


could, however, save money by employing 
the Austrian unemployed, of whom there 
are now about 250,000. Previously, an ar- 
rangement was made with Italy, Hungary, 
Poland and some other countries for tens of 
thousands of laborers to find seasonal em- 
ployment in the Reich during the summer. 
By taking the Austrian unemployed, Ger- 
many could save foreign currency. 

It is obvious that, economically, Austria 
does not mean a substantial strengthening 
of the German Reich. The political and 
diplomatic result of the anschluss is an- 
other matter. : 

The first article of the Nazi party pro- 
gram reads: “We demand the union of all 
Germans in a Greater Germany according 
to the right of self-determination.” 
Reichstag speech of Feb, 20, Hitler demand- 
ed the right for the German Reich to deter- 
mine the fate of 10,000,000 Germans, living 
in contiguous territory. Nearly 7,000,000 of 
them live in Austria. In “Mein Kampf,” 
Hitler repeatedly speaks about. the “rotting 
away” (fauliger Marasmus) of an independ- 
ent Austria. The dynamic Nazi-ism he leads 
needed this gate to the Danube Valiey, at 
the crossing of the great international high- 
ways of Burope. 

. * * 

There are barriers also in the way of 
Nazification of Austria. More than 90 per 
cent of the Austriang are Catholics, who are 
forewarned about the Third Reich's church 
policy.’ Cardinal Innitzer, whose popularity 
among Austrian Catholics and non-Catholics 
is immense, has never made a secret of his 
stand toward Nazi-ism. 

Until 1934, when the Socialists were driven 
underground in Austria; they were the larg- 
est party of the Republic, with a total poll- 
ing strength in Vienna of more than 60 
per cent. Even under the anti-Socialist re- 
gime of the last four years, the Austrian 
Socialists could not be entirely downed. 
They now present a problem for Hitler. 

Until Hitler came into power, Austrians 
were in favor of thé union with Germany 
almost unanimously. Their idea then was 
broad autonomy in a democratic Reich.

Federal and County Offices to 
Be Open Until Midnight, 
City Deadline 9 P. M. 


Time for filing both State and 
Federal income tax returns for 
1937 expires today and the usual 
closing rush of taxpayers is under 
way at the offices receiving the re- 
turns, 

The office of the Collector of 
Internal Revenue, second floor, 
New Federal Building, Twelfth and 
Market streets, will be open until 
midnight to accept Federal returns. 

For State returns, the office of 
the Assessor, first floor, City Hall 
(for city residents), will be open 
until 9 o’clock this evening, but 
the office of the County Assessor, 
first r, Courthouse, Clayton, will 
be open until midnight (for coun- 
ty residents). 

About 200 taxpayers were in the 
City Assessor’s office soon after it 
opened today, and there was a large 
volume of unopened mail on hand. 
The number of returns made so far 
has not been counted, 

Returns sent by mail, both Fed- 
eral and State, will be accepted 
without penalty if 

marks prior to midnight. 

Payment in full or the first of 
four equal quarterly installments 
must accompany Federal returns. 
The State tax will not be payable 
until May 1 and will become de- 
linquent after June 1. 

In the case of a delinquent Fed- 
eral return, the entire tax becomes 
payable at once, interest is charged 
at 6 per cent and there is a penalty 
increasing from 5 to 25 per cent 
over five months, 

The tax is doubled for a delin- 
quent State return. For delinquent 
payment of the State tax the pen- 
alty is 1 per cent a month, plus a 
2 per cent commission for the Col- 
lector. For the second year, a new 
State law will be enforced, designed 
to obtain prompter collection, Un- 
der it each Collector will certify 
unpaid accounts to the State Audi- 
tor’s office July 2 and those still 
unpaid Aug. 31 will be given to the 
Attorney-General for suit. 

Federal returns lately have been 
in heavier volume than at the 
same time in recent years. 

The taxpayer is required to file 
a duplicate copy of his Federal 
return with the Collector of In- 
ternal Revenue, the penalty for 
failure to do so being $5. With 
his State return he must file a 
“verified,” or sworn, copy of his 
Federal return. Thus, if he keeps 
a copy of each return for himself, 
he has a total of six blanks to fill 
out, not counting any he may have 
used experimentally in starting 
preparation.

Talk of Third Candidate. 


As yet McKellar and Crump have 
not announced their support of an- 
other candidate. McKellar said 
last night that he had not com- 
mitted himself to any man. So far, 
Representative J. Ridley Mitchell 
is the only announced candidate 
against Berry, but friends of Phil- 
lip Whittaker of Chattanooga have 
indicated that he will enter the race 
soon. Whittaker, a wealthy man, 
would be the logical choice of the 
Senator and the boss. In Tennes- 
see, politicians seek a slate that 
balances geographically. McKellar 
comes from Memphis, in the West- 
ern part of the State, and a Chat- 
tanooga senatorial candidate would 
appeal to the Eastern Democrats. 
The Crump machine would take 
care of matters in the West. Rep- 
resentative Mitchell comes from 
Middle Tennessee, which this year 
is a political liability. 

No Republican has publicly 
sought the senatorial nomination. 
Many Tennesseeans expect Repre- 
sentative J. Will Taylor, who is also 
Republican i.ational Committee- 
man for the State, to announce his 


candidacy at the proper time.

Day to Day Check Seldom 
Gives True Picture of 
Progress.

OME sort of report is due the 
G fathers and mothers of school 
children. The children should 
be making progress in lessons and 


acter. This is especially important 
in the elementary grades where 
the children learn faster, change 
faster, than they do later on. But 
the very speed of their changes is 
hidden from us by the subtlety of 
their development. The process is 
always a long slow one and the end 
-of it seems very sudden, Yet we 
must make reports on them, : 

“I don’t know what has gotten 
into him, but he won't try to read. 
He won't even try to keep the 


teacher meets each month at report 
card time, 

Then there is the conduct mark. 
A little girl is restless, inattentive; 
has to be spoken to time and again; 
is disorderly in the yard. The 
teacher marks her conduct “D” and 


teacher keeps steadily on her trail; 
the parents do the same at home 
and the end of the month comes 
without apparent change. But how 
does one know that there has been 
no change, no growth of will or 
purpose, in this rapidly growing 
child?

The 
process of growth is long and slow 
and steady. Only the achievement 
appears suddenly. This is the im- 
portant fact in considering the 
marks of the child in the elemen- 
tary grades. 

The teacher must carefully con- 
sider the child as he is day by 
day. The mark records her judg- 


accurate measure of the child’s 
condition. It is always a hint con- 
cerning it and is to be taken as 
just that. It can serve to guide 
parents and teachers, but it should 
never, never be taken as a final 
judgment upon the child, a sentence 
pronounced upon his character. 
One of the best ways we have 
found to get at the rate of prog- 
ress, the tendencies of growth in 
him, is the long span measurement, 
How does his present attitude and 
behavior compare with that of six 
months ago? Is he heading to- 
ward the better way or the worse? 
A day-by-day look will not tell us 
the tehdencies of his growth, but 
the long-span look will help us. 
Then, after we have thoughtfully 
judged his condition, we must take 
the judgment as a hint to guide our 
action. We must interpret it and 
give the child what we believe he 
needs to help him overcome his 
difficulties, Long detailed reports 
issued every four weeks are likely 
to become routine clerical drudge

A Correct Pre-Emptive 


By Ely Culbertson 


HAVE already published a let- 

ter which described a very un- 

usual type of pre-emptive trap. 
A player, with a very fine hand 
and th distribution the precise 
opposite of what it usually should 
be to warrant a shutout bid, delib- 
erately opened with three spades 
on a four-card suit. His reason for 
doing this was that he had as an 
opponent a player who regarded 
shut-out bids as a bull does a red 
. As per his usual practice, 
this opponent rushed into the trap 
with a four heart overcall, was met 
with a double, and was defeated to 
the tune of 2000 points. 
The following letter describes the 
result of an orthodox pre-emptive 
bid: 
“Dear Sir: You have preached so 
much on the desirability of making 
it difficult for the opponents to ‘get 
together’ in their bidding that I am 
sure you will be interested in the 
inclosed hand: 
“South, dealer. 
“Both sides vulnerable.

or five level, But I have noted on 
unaccountable occasions that this 
sort of ‘luck’ is quite usual after 
a pre-emptive bid. In fact, I sup- 
pose it is definitely unlucky to find 
one opponent with so much 
strength that he can take safe 
action. 


“The peculiar part is that if 
South had opened with one spade, 
whether or not West found the 
courage to overcall, I, of course, 
would have bid only two clubs and 
East, with such splendid distribu- 
tion, certainly would have risked 
either a take-out double or a two 
diamond overcall. After that West 
never could have been frightened 
out of a heart bid, and it seems to 
me that Hast-West would have 
been virtually driven to their cor- 
rect contract by the mere fact that 
South probably would bid very high 
in spades as a sacrifice. East 
would continue to raise hearts, and 
ironically enough, what East prob- 
ably would intend as a sacrifice 
heart bid would turn out to be a 
perfectly makable contract. Of 
course, all this is pure conjecture. 
The point is that after South’s 
opening bid we had matters all our 
own way, and got out of a danger- 
ous situation for a measly 100 
points. Sincerely,

alysis of what happened and what 
might have happened leaves no 
need for further comment.

When they go out walk- 
ing and he teaches him about men 
and things in the big world, about 
seeds and trees and birds, a 
stranger overhearing would think 
that this old man had retired after 
many years of work to devote him- 
self to his grandson, and to pass 
his last days comfortably on the 
land, more the farmer than the 
business man, and more the squire 
than either. 

Would it be possible to have a 
gun? Yes, indeed; but a decent 
boy doesn’t kill birds just for fun, 
so he learns that he can stalk and 
shoot down only one specimen of 
every species in the neighborhood, 
and then he must prepare it. In 
this way the ll-year-old boy builds 
up a collection of 300 specimens, 
and can tell you exactly what kinds 
of fowl live here in the woods on 
the Hudson. 


until he is 15 years of age the 

boy doesn’t know what the in- 
side of a school looks like. Only 
once, when they went on a journey 
because father wanted to take the 
cure at a German watering place, 
he sent the boy for a couple of 
months to a sort of red-brick bar- 
racks. Otherwise he was driven 
over every morning to some neigh- 
bors, tae Rogerses, who had be- 
come rich through Standard Oil, 
and together with their children he 
learned from a teacher whatever

the governess in his own house had 


left out. Then the children come 
over to visit ‘nim. In the 
wide park they can play at hide- 
and-seek and prisoner’s base and 
Indians and palefaces; but in- 
side the garden, which is divided 
off from the park by the 100-year- 
old hedge, you couldn’t run around 
like that. 

„To the friends who come from 
the rich neighboring homes there’s 
nothing wonderful about the coun- 
try house. Father bought this 
house and farm when he sold his 
own, because he wanted to live 
farther up the river among the 
beautiful hills. He did a little re- 
building and enlarging, and the 
house, with its many nooks and 
corners and its gray old wooden 
stairs which still lead down to the 
lower park, stands there, countri- 
fied, comfortable and well worn, its 
black-red chimney sticking up into 
the sky. 

Old wild vine covers one of the 
terraces. A pair of narrow iron 
empire balconies recalls the period 
in which the house was built. The 
white wooden columns outside are 
of the Colonial style that we often 
encounter in the South today, and 
the confusion of brown timber and 
red brick testify to the work of 
various generations. Only the three 
high French doors, which were put 
in by mother, impart a certain lord- 
liness to the whole; and the big 
library, which was not added until 
Franklin's childhood, strikes a cul- 
tural note, cozy rather than schol- 
arly, somewhat stern, like the face 
of a grandfather appearing amid

the bustle of a lively country house. 

“Tomorrow we're going to ride 
up the Hudson,” says father, “and 
before long we'll go down the river 
to New York.” 

And as the big steamer docks at 
Albany the eager-minded boy learns 
that here the Dutch founded the 
second oldest colony in America. 

That castlelike building over there 
on the hill is the Capitol; that’s 
where they govern. No, not the 
whole country; only the State we 
belong to. The Governor sits there 
and governs. The meaning of that? 
He sees to it that order is main- 
tained and things run smoothly, 
without too much wrangling; that 
the 10,000,000 get along with each 
other and conduct their vari- 
ous businesses, and that the big 
waterfall over there provides the 
power to make the factories go, so 
that the trees of the Hudson for- 
ests are turned into paper and the 
paper into books and newspapers. 

The boy wants to know about 
Hudson, after whom they named 
the river. On the deck of the 
steamer which is now carrying 
them home father tells him that 
Hudson’s experience was very much 
like Columbus’: he set out for one 
place and arrived at another. Try- 
ing to get to the Polar Sea, he 


steered up the mouth of this river. 


That was 300 years ago. Two years 
later his own sailors threw him 
overboard, together with his son; 
that was when he was well on in 
middle age. “MEER oe 

The boy wants to hear more 
about seafarers; that was an excit- 
ing story: about old Hudson, whom 
they drowned in the end. It’s dan- 
gerous to be a seaman, isn’t it, even 


if you’re a Captain! But it’s worth 
while being a Captain, just the 
game, because then you can com- 
mand a lot of men. You always 
stand up there on the bridge and 
when you want to change the 
course the others have to obey. 
But perhaps it’s better, after all, 
to stay home, in the old white house 
of your father, where life is so 
good. You always feel sure there; 
the son just obeys the father. 


HE consciousness of social posi- 
T tion and wealth, the freedom 

from care of a father who has 
practically retired from all work, 
the horses and carriages, golf links 
and hunting, the lovely pearls and 
lace pieces which mother wears, the 
way they travel every year to 
Europe—all this fills the boy with a 
feeling of security in life. If he 
exerts himself and tries to achieve 
something, it’s only a game, like 
riding and fishing. Necessity re- 
mained something alien to the first 
thoughts of the child. 


It’s jolly and exciting to read 
about seafarers and ships and sail- 
ing, to get a boat and try it out 
with some friends, to capsize and 


swim ashore and laugh a lot. But 


these boys all know that when they 
get home there will always be fresh 
clothes and shoes to change into; 
there will be warm tea and plenty 
of butter and bread, and when the 
grown-ups aren't looking you can 
dunk your bread in the tea. 

This consciousness of family 
wealth is crossed by the thoughts 
which haunt the mind of an only 
and lonely child, and his apprecia- 


tion of it is thus diminished. Per- 


haps the richer boys of the neigh- 
borhood are accustomed to more 
rooms and horses and silver; per- 
haps one of them made a disdain- 


ful gesture once, or let fall a few 
words of invidious comparison; per- 
haps Franklin heard the children 
of recent millionaires talk about 
the number of noughts which one 
of the neighbors writes after his 
name without realizing that never- 
theless they are noughts. Then 
there awakens in this simple and 
happy child, whose wishes are so 
often fulfilled by his gentle par- 
ents, the first skepticism. 

Were it not for his native good 
nature, this lonely life of his in 
the isolated country house, between 
parents and governess and with- 
out brothers or sisters, could easily 
develop fh him a shyness which 
would change into dislike of people. 
He might then make it his con- 
scious goal to wall himself off from 
the world with the money and pos- 
sessions he inherited, and to think 
only of his own survival. 

In that case the por village boys 
whom he sometimes sees ‘when he 
goes riding out with his mother, 
coming out of the little school which 
his father maintains, would look to 
him, like the representatives of an- 
other, a nether world, which you 
must fear and perhaps fight if you 
want to hold fast to your precious 
possessions. For the awakened 
boy had early recognized what 
passes between rich boys and poor 
boys—the looks, the words, the 
pauses, the wordless comparison of 
clothes and shoes, the wonderment 
and the silence when they come 
into the house and compare the 
daily fare with their own. 

* * * 
UT he is friendly by nature, 
and fundamentally thoroughly 
social; and so this carefully 
guarded child grows neither into a 
recluse nor a poet, neither a ro- 
mantic nor a stoic—any one easily 
possible but into a serene and 
realistic youth who takes for 
granted everything he finds in his 
father’s house, yet never broods

about the fact that the neighboring 
Astors have a bigger boat and 
many more servants. 

On the contrary, the loneliness of 
this childhood intensifies his social 
impulses, so that he looks every- 
where for friends, and chooses 
them with greater eagerness when 
chance rather than his father 
brings them to him. The life on 
the land creates a natural bond 
with the little community, with the 
small farmers and artisans, and 

parents do nothing to hinder it. 
— and tradition draw him 
much more to the children of the 
gardener and the coachman. 

When he hears the chatter of the 
children of neighboring Standard 
Oil homes, the boy asks himself, 
where does this wealth of ‘ours 
come from? And so he asks his 
parents about their ancestors and 
the meaning of the portraits in the 
dining room. His mothe? is glad 
to tell him; for the Delanos of Hol- 
land came to America nearly 300 
years ago; for many generations 
they were seafaring men, and for 
the last 100 years they have been 
landed squires. :

T IS easier for the growing boy 

to understand that he comes of 

Dutch stock, and on both sides, 
when he learns something about 
the nature of the Dutch; for when 
he begins to observe himself he 
will find that he is full of life but 
also rather obstinate.

UT meanwhile father has ar- 
B rived at his own great-grand- 

father, named Isaac Roosevelt, 
who set up the first sugar refinery 
in Manhattan and became the pres- 
ident of the Bank of New Tork. 
With him began the family’s wealth, 
but also its definite passion for 
freedom; for it appears that not 
English taxes alone but oppression 
drove this man of money into the 


independence. He did not, however, 
become a soldier, and the young 
listener notes that soldiers did not 
occur in his stock. 

As against this there now appear 
in father’s story men with books. 
Isaac’s son had business with Ful- 
ton, who tried out his first steam- 
boat hereabouts on the Hudson; an- 
other great-uncle constructed or- 
gans; a thifd wrote on wild life, 
fowl and fish.

on to his land in Harlem the Roose- 


velts would today be as rich as 
the Astors, who later became mil- 
lionaires—while the former sold his 
holdings round 110th . street for 
$25,000, and left the city to become 
a farmer again, just as old Marten- 


sen had done 150 years before him. 

And so we became country gen- 
tlemen, the boy reflects, and seems 
to bear his ancestors no ill will for 
having sold out so stupidly, choos- 
ing the freedom and calm of nature 
out here instead of becoming a mil- 
lionaire in the city. 


Suppose he had stayed on in the 
city, where would his great-grand- 
son have been born? What would 
have emerged in the place of this 
slowly and serenely unfolding char- 
acter? 

Hig son — that is, the father’s 
father — living in this quiet medi- 
tative retreat, turned his back 
on the acquisition of money. He 
became a doctor in the city, but 
soon found this profession dis- 
tasteful and retired to the land 
with his wife and children and 
many books. 

But the old instincts awoke again 
in his son, Franklin's father, the 
very person now sitting by the fire- 
side telling his son the story of his 
ancestry. In the winter he ‘did 
business in New York, became the 
vice-president of a railroad com- 
pany, and saved up $300,000; but 
in the summer he lived a country 
squire’s life up here on the river. 
No, he wasn’t born in this house 
in Hyde Park, but a few miles 
downstream. He had, however, al- 
ways wanted to move up here, 
where the woods and the bend in 
the river pleased him more. He 
was helped to his dream by a fire, 
because one day the old house 
burned down, and then it was easier 


for him to sell his inheritance and 
to settle up here on 500 acres of 
field and forest. ; 

Actually Franklin should have 
been named Isaac, after his grand- 
father, a circumstance which 40 
years later was to furnish certain 
rabid racialists with material for 
some delicious caricatures. 

This is not the only cultural ma- 
terial in the house. There are the 
books of mother’s grandfather, who 
was a judge; and sometimes there 
was music in the house. 

But all this in no way dominated 
Franklin’s early years. At most, 
the world of faith and of deeper 
thought emerged only on a Sunday, 
and the week days did not stand 
under the sign of money. It was 
neither the one nor the other; 
neither the money drive of most 
well-to-do citizens nor the spiritual 
urge of the small minority con- 
tributed to the atmosphere of 
Roosevelt’s upbringing. If, on oc- 
casion, he looked into lists of stocks 
or the pages of Emerson, he learned 
little from either. What his father 
taught him before all else, out of 
his age and experience, was the 
living present—the present of water 
and land, and with it the history 
of its unfolding. 

* 


N HIS books on breeding he 

showed his son how, in 1848, he 

imported the first pure Alderney 
cattle, several cows and a bull. 
Hudson wind and weather were too 
rough for them, and their decadent 
European softness stood up as bad- 
ly to the raw American climate as 
did that of many human immi- 
grants who cowered under it. In 
1870 he bought a sturdier bull in 
Jersey Island and a few years ago, 
in 1890, he crossed it with a third 
breed. 

As the boy listens to his father, 


these dates, which to European 
fathers and mothers signify revolu- 
tions and wars, stamp thémselves 
into his memory as high points in 
the history of the farm; and once, 
when a horse which they had br 
won the first prize at a race, it 
was a more important event for 
Hyde Park than the presidential 
election, 

These landed gentlefolk, living 
their own comfortable lives, were 
seldom interested in politics and 
only a couple of rare branches on 
the Roosevelt family tree had 
pushed into the shadows of the 
dome in Washington. 

The fact that it should have been 
the navy, of all departments, which 
an uncle of his once helped to di- 
rect as Under-Secretary of State, 
grips the boy, using his father’s 
recital as a framework which he 
fills in with the history of his coun- 
try. Besides, his grandmother, like 
his mother, was a seaman’s daugh- 
ter; and then there is the story of 
the grandfather who was a Cap- 
tain. All the waters between the 
Hudson and the Pacific stir his 
imagination, and at 14 hé already 
captains his own boat, complete 
with cabin, up and down the Hud- 
son, Sometimes father comes 
along, and then they explore the 
Hudson down to its mouth. 


He takes in almost the whole of 
American history through his eyes. 

The new bridge, nearly a mile 
long, which they built a couple of 
years ago right over there, where 
they live, is a direct object lesson 
in what the state must do for its 
citizens and how transportation and 
commerce should expand. 

Before long a steamer crowded 
with passengers from New York 
goes past their little York. It is 
Sunday, and the boy sees how the 


tormented inhabitants of the great 
city can escape only once a week, 
by way of holiday, into the open 
air. . 

Thus his first groping thoughts 


Sd encounter the unequal structure of 


the classes—and that not from 
books and not by way of the pas- 
sions, neither as the embryonic 
scholar nor as the embryonic poli- 
tical partisan: it comes simply from 
the living comparison between his 
own condition in the little yacht 
and that of the 500 New Yorkers 
rushing past him on their Sunday 
steamer.

MOMENT later, as they pass 

Newburg, his father shows him 

Washington’s house, and no 
doubt, he tells him how once, with- 
in its rooms, Washigton’s officers 
offered him a kingly crown. The 
wooden roof is still to be seen from 
the river; so is the flagpole and 
the victory tower. Looking up at 
the statue which rises there, the 
boy reflects that after all it is bet- 
ter, and in the last analysis clever- 
er, too, to despise the outward syni- 
bols of power. 

And as they continue downstream 
and come to Washington Irving’s 
house, with its mantle of ivy, and 
his father tells him that the ‘poet 
received this ivy as a present from 
Walter Scott's wall, Franklin re- 
fiecta that perhaps it is only the 
poets and historians who immortal- 
ize the deeds of noisy men and the 
beauty of the world. Who in 
Europe or even on the shores of the 
Pacific would know about the Hud- 
son if it were not for the poetry of 
Irving?
